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New Salinas Labor Temple 


Plans Ready; 
Soon; Unions 


After numerous delays during the past year, plans for the 
new Salinas Labor Temple have been prépared and final > 
Specifications are being made up so that bids for construc- 
tion may be called and erection of the much-needed building 


started. 

The new Labor Temple will be 
erected at 117 Pajaro St., where 
the present building now stands, 
but will cover two lots with front- 
age of 100 feet, building depth of 
about the same footage. Building 
plans and construction are being 
handled by the Laborers Hal] As- 
sociation, headed by Randolph 
Fenchel, president, owners of the 
present temple. 

Since the Hall Association an- 
nounced nearly a year ago that a 
new building was to be erected and 
plans were being started, there 
have been endless delays until 
now, with the demand from labor 
unions for space in the new struc- 
ture, the building is planned nearly 
twice the size originally figured. 
Cost of construction is estimated 
at about $50,000. 


Adopted at last meeting of the 
Hall Association were plans being 
prepared by a San Jose firm of 
architects. John P, Muller, Salinas 
attorney, has been named to han- 
dle all details for the association. 


Because the construction will re- 
quire the entire site of the present 
temple, arrangements are being 
made for temporary office space in 
a downtown location for present 
tenant organizations in the build- 
ings on the site. These buildings 
are to be moved off or torn down. 

The new Labor Temple will be 
of reinforced concrete in compli- 
ance with Salinas building regula- 
tions, lath and plaster where pos- 
sible. There will be two meeting 
halls, one to seat some 750 per- 
sons, the other to seat about 150. 
The big hall will be equipped’ for 
banquets, dances, or other events. 

Four offices, each 11 by 18 feet, 
are to be in the new building, 
which is to be in a U-shape with 
a patio in the center, clubroom 


and cardroom at the rear, offices Monterey County Central Labor 


on the left, and big meeting hall 
on the right. There will be two 
heating plants, ample rest room 
facilities, storage and supply 
rooms. 

A feature of the building plans 
calls for a 30-foot setback in front, 
this space to be used for private 
parking.

‘wives have been chasing the rising spiral every time they 
have gone to market since June 25th until at the present 
‘time many of them are giving up in despair and just 
walk away when they learn where the last jump in price 
:has placed the article they both need and want, but n 
‘longer can afford to buy. 
Others buy anyway no matter how unreasonably high 
the price is, as long as they have any money left to buy 
with. In the midst of it all this jockeying the poor are 
getting poorer, while the earnings of the workers are 
buying less and less. While the newspapers help the 
gougers by publishing stories about the prices going up 
still higher, President Truman and his advisers keep 
talking about that they hope merchants and sellers of 
goods will practice self restraint voluntarily, so that it 
won't be necessary to invoke controls. But instead of 
heeding this advice merchants and dealers seem to be 
racing with each other to see who can raise the prices 
the most frequently, before price controls stop them. 
Unless price controls are invoked and that promptly 
we are in for a badly upset economy. They should have 
been slapped on the day the Korean war started. Now 
the situation worsens from day to day. What are you 
Waiting for, Harry? ; : ; 


STOPPING INFLATION WITH TAXES 


These are days when we all have heard it stated again 
and again that inflation would do endless harm. We 
agree, but we do not agree with the nonsensical idea 
that the way to stop inflation is to raise the taxes. 

~ Let us apply the theory to our present day experience. 
For five years prices have been going skyward until a 
dollar is now worth less than fifty cents what it was 
worth in 1938. During this period our taxes have been 
the highest in our history. Did the high taxes of the 
past five years keep prices from soaring? Not at all. 
If anything the fact that tax money was being used to 
send goods to Europe and Asiaeinduced dealers in these 
commodities to up the prices way above what they could 
have obtained for their goods had no tax money been 
used to pay cash for these goods. That was using tax 
money to help breed more inflation, not stop it or re- 
duee it. 

Then there is our Korean war experieence. Our Con- 
gress slapped on an extra five billion dollars of taxes to 
help pay for war supplies and since Oct. Ist these taxes 
are being collected every week from everybody who 
works. Has the imposition of these taxes slowed up the 
soaring of prices? Not that anybody can notice. On the 
contrary prices are rising worse than ever. That is in- 
flation and ever more inflation. Nothing but the most 
rigid price controls can or will stop this inflation. To 
‘try to do it by raising taxes may sound comforting to 
some people but experience proves that this method is 
hopelessly ineffective. It just does not do the job. 


HYSTERIA LAWS 


Every now and then some shallow-pated individual 
pops off in the midst of a period of excessive strain and 
prevalence of hysteria. Designing individuals seeing 
how they can make use of anything that appeals to intol- 
erance are liable to jump at the chance of having such 
notions enacted into law. 

Once an unreasonable idea has become a law it can 
be made use of by individuals, who are desirous of 
hounding others that some trouble-maker wants to get. 
But only too often such laws are invoked against people 
for whom it was never intended to be used. 

_ For this reason hysteria laws are invariably bad. Sel- 
dom if ever do such laws do any good. This is why such 
laws as the McCarran bill, the Mundt-Nixon bill and 
now our own California loyalty oath should never be 
enacted by intelligent and understanding people. 

Sooner or later such laws will be removed from the 
statue books, as was our criminal syndicalism law, which 
pestered this state for twenty years. But in the mean- 
time endless injustice is done to the people prosceuted 
-under such a law. Rarely does it reach the people aimed 
at. Never do such laws do any good. The fruits are al- 
ways bad and in most cases absolutely no good. Hysteria 
laws are never constructive.
